TEL AVIV (JP))—About 20 
Israel citizens have applied ‘to 
the West German goverment and 
offered their services as German 
consuls, according to a reliable 
source, 


Among the applicants were 
four lawyers, a Haifa shipping 
agent, a Tel Aviv bank manager, 
and some Jewish-German physi- 
cians. None of them would dis- 
close whether or net a reply was 
received from Bonn, but The 
POST was told that at least 
three “are optimistic.” 

“Dr. Adenauers opinion is 
that the initiative in establishng 
diplomatic relations between Is- 
rae] and Germany must come 
from Israel,” Dr. Von Eckard, 
an intimate friend of the head 
of the German government press 
office told the MAARIV corre- 
spondent in Paris. 

He added that there is no need 
to rush the matter; and because 
of Jewish feeling on the subject, 
the German government prefers 
to wait “until a majority vote 
of the Knesset approves the es- 
tablishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions.” 


Israel Prepares 
To Start Making 


Salk Vaccine 


TTL AVIV (JP)—Production 
of anti-polio vaccine will soon be 
undertaken in Israel, according 
to J. Serlin, minister of health. 
A report by the Israel Insti- 
tute for Biological Research re- 
cently told Serlin that the vac- 
cine discovered by Dr. Jonas 
Salk can be produced in Israel 
without difficulty. 

The institute, which consists 
of 26 well-known scientists and 
is government sponsored, also 
said that its opinion is supported 
by Dr. J. Melnik of Yale univer- 
sity, a member of the United 
States government anti - polio 
committee, who recently visited 
Israel. Dr, Melnik said that the 
Salk vaccine may easily be pro- 
duced in Israel, and “it will be 
cheaper than in the U.S.” 

Serlin told The POST that 
preparations for the production 
are now under way at the insti- 
tute, located in Ness Ziona, and 
it is hoped that the first Salk 
vaccine made will be ready for 
use in six to seven months.

He said that the emergency 
fund campaign of the Hebrew 
institute is necessary because 
the UJFC cut off further alloca- 
tion and ordered the institute to 
go out of existence. 

Rabbi Katz charged that sev- 
eral spokesmen of the UFJC 
have asked active members of 
the institute: “What right have 
you to approach:a Mount Zion 
(temple) for an Orthodox Tal- 
mud Torah or Yeshiva?_ He is a 
Reform Jew!” 


HE SAID that some members 
of the Reform temple, when 
hearing of this. statement, had 
told him that “no one in the 
United Jewish Fund office is go- 
ing to issue ‘edicts to us not to 
give because we are Reform 
members.” ; 

They said that they would con- 
tinue to give to Orthodox. insti- 
tutions as they pleased: 

“If we give to non-Jewish or- 
ganizations or to Boys’ Fown and

(JP)—The widow of a prominent Boston banker 
has left thousands of dollars for the maintenance of anti-Semites, 
according to a will filed at the Norfolk County Probate Court, it 
is revealed by the “Anti-Defamation League and the Jewish Com- 


munity Council of Metropolitan 

Mrs. Alice Whitney of? Milton, 
widow of Geoffrey: G. Whitney, 
a well-known Boston banker and 
stock broker has left a. legacy 
of $5.000 to Robert Eward Ed- 
mondson of Bend, Oregon, $1,000 
to Conde McGinley of Union 
City, N. J., another $1,000 to the 
widow of Edward Hunter, the 
Boston anti-Semite, and others. 
Since Edmondson is dead, his 
widow will benefit from the 
legacy. 

IT IS RECALLED that in De- 
cember, 1946, O. John Rogge, a 
former special] assistant to the 
U. S. attorney general, in a 
speech in Boston, singled out 
Mrs. Whitney as one of the 
heavy contributors to defendants 
in the cases of 29 persons, in- 
cluding Edmondson, who had 
been indicted for conspiracy with 
officials of Nazi Germany in a 
drive to wreck the moralé of the 
American armed forces. 

At that time Mrs. Whitney 
was said to have contributed a 
total of $25,000 to the defendants 
in the sedition case. Edward 
Hunter, whose widow receives 
$1,000 from Mrs. Whitney’s will, 
headed the Industrial Defense 
Association through which more 
than $24,000 was channeled -for 
the seditionists. 


MRS. WHITNEY has left $300,- 
000 in trust. One person being 
benefitted is Mrs. Ethel Leather- 
bee of Jamaica Plain who will 
be receiving $250 a month. Mrs. 
Leatherbee was listed by Mer- 
win K. Hart as’a contributor to 
the National Economic Council 
for 1948-49.

Howard’s short life after his 
graduation from the University 
of Pennsylvania had been dedi- 





cated to Judaism, being inter- 
rupted only by a stretch of serv- 
ice with the Tank Destroyer 
corps.

UPON HIS RETURN to his 
home town of Utica, he spear- 
headed movements to build a 
modern synagogue, organized the 
local chapter of the Internation- 
al Zionist Federation, spark- 
plugged a library,. and aroused 
the interest of teen-agers in Jew- 
ish music by forming groups 
which met to sing and dance to 
Palestinian music. This he cli- 
maxed by importing the famed 
Palestinian dancers, Delakova 
and Berk, to dance at the Utica 
temple.

HAIFA—What do the Arabs 
in Israel think of the State of 
Israel, of the Jewish govern- 


ment, of their own minority sta- 
tus? How far can they be trust- 
ed? These questions frequently 
come to mind as we come face 
to face with Arabs in the busses,

Christian Arabs In Israel 











To Moslems 
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000 Christians and 125,000 Mo- 
hammedans, 

The attitude of the Druzes is 
well known, They were valiant 
fighters on Israel’s side during 
the War of Liberation, and today 
have their own units in the Is- 
rael army. The Druze contin- 
gents marchirig together with 
other armed forces units in va- 
rious public parades always 
draw a warm patter of applause. 
The tourist who sees Druzes 
from nearby Isfia ‘or Daliat el 


Carmel walking the streets of 

Haifa may look upon them as 

simply “Arabs,” but these proud 

people vigorously repudiate the 

appellation “Arab.” 
* + * 

BUT EVEN among genuine 
Arabs there are-strong pro-Is- 
rael feelings. Nestling on a hill- 
side along the road to Jerusalem 
is the prosperous village of Abu 
Ghoush. Its farmers till the ter- 
races; its children play in the 
roadway; its representatives are 
frequently in Jerusalem. The in- 
habitants of this independent 
town took a very definite stand 
during the events leading up to 
the creation of the State. The 
Haganah was not _ vigorous 
enough for them. The Irgun was 
not sufficiently appealing, and 
so they threw their support to 
the Stern Group. This village is 
said to have been the center for 
many of the anti-British forays 
in those days, 

The largest single Arab “cen- 
ter in Israel is the city of Naz- 
areth. Originally under military 
law, Nazareth now has its own 
local self-government, though 
the military influence has not yet 
altogether disappeared. It is sig- 
nificant that Nazareth is also 
the countrys’ most important 
center of Communism. The 
Communist party, which is legal- 
ly recognized in Israel, though 
held in popular scorn and dis- 
repute, offer discontented Ar- 
abs their only legal means of 
expressing dissatisfaction with 
the Israel government. 

* * * 
IN THE HILLS of Galilee are 
scores of Arab villages, most of 
them carrying on under Jewish 
administration as they did under 
British, and under Turkish rule 
before that. For many the tides 
of war passed them by, and they 
were content to go their even 
ways. The proximity of many 
of these villages to the border 
constituted a problem for the 
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“There's Nothing Sure

TEL AVIV (JP)—Life in Is- 

rael and the United States may 
be completely different in 
many ways, but on some points 
there is certainly a distinct re- 
semblance, 

Israel’s best-seller during the 
past few months has been the 
booklet on “New Income Tax 
Regulations.” The booklet has 
already reached a fourth edi- 
tion, and more than 60,000 


copies were sold during the 
first two months after its pub- 
lication. 





Israel authorities, however, be- 
cause espionage and smuggling 
were thus facilitated. In several 
instances such villages were 
evacuated, and their people pro- 
vided with other homes in loca- 
tions less strategic. 

Whatever criticism might be 
heard of Israeli treatment of 
Arabs, one must always bear in 
mind the delicate situation along 
the borders, and the eager desire 
of Israel’s neighbors to stir up 
the malcontents within the coun- 
try. Nevertheless, peace-loving, 
sincere Arabs are accepted at 
face value. I have two good Arab 
friends here in Haifa. One is Mr. 
Ibrahim, who is with the tax de- 
partment of the city of Haifa, 
and the other is a local. adver- 
tising man, Fawzi Banda, who 
last month was elected by his 
Jewish colleagues president of 
the Haifa Rotary Club! 

* * J 

Then there is Lamia, our Arab 
maid. It is not good practice 
to discuss politics with house- 
hold help under any circum- 
stances, but after last Independ- 
ence Day, Lamia became loqua- 
cious on the subject. She want- 
ed to know if we had seen her 
dancing in the street on the eve 
of Independence Day. We had 
not, but she reported to us that 
a whole group of her friends 
have now made it an annual 
habit to join their Jewish neigh- 
bors in the public festivities and 
rejoicing which characerizes the 
anniversary of the birth of the 
State. 

“You see,” she explained, “we 
are Christian Arabs. As a minor- 
ity under the Mohammedans we 
found life difficult. It is not 
easy to be a Christian in .the 
Moslem world. We suffered a 
good deal, Under the Jewish gov- 
ernment we have a freedom 
which had been unknown to: us 
before. That is why we are 
glad to see the other Arabs go, 
and the Israel government take 
over.” 

And Lamia, in her earnest but 
broken Hebrew, says she speaks 
the sentiments of all Christian 
Arabs in Israel.

Anyway, in my column of 
June 10, I discussed the affairs 
of the Zionist movement of the 
world until 1908, which was long 
before there came into being a 
body known as the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America. There 
was an organized Zionist move- 
ment in.-America then, but it 
was differently constituted and 
had a different. name—for details 
you can write or ’phone to Ber- 
nard Richards of the Jewish In- 
formation Bureau. As for the 
ZOA, it hag enough sins—and I 
think I enumerated all of them 
over the past few years in these 
columns—but it is not to be held 
responsible for whatever may be 
attributed to Zionism as a whole. 

Now let me review briefly the 
discussion I have carried on in 
these columns for the past few 
weeks—with some interruptions 
—about the problem of “taxa- 
tion with representation.”

THERE ARE ZIONISTS in 
America and in Israel who main- 
tain that things’ would be run 
much better:in Israel if those 
who contribute the funds for the 
financing of the Homeland were 
to have a say in their disposal. 
Eliezer Livneh, who jis he most 
illustrious proponent of that 
view in Israel, likes to use the 
phrase “no taxation without 
representation.” The analogy, of 
course, is with the American 
colonies, in their complaints 
against the ®British Parliament 
before the Revolution. It is a 
very shallow, very inaccurate and 
very misleading analogy. 

In the first place, the com- 
plainants at the time were resi- 
dents of America who were 
taxed by legislators in London, 
in whose election they had no 
say. Livneh would have legisla- 
tors in New York lay down the 
law for residents of Israel. What 
a difference! In the second place 
—now take it for what it is worth 
from a-former British subject 
who studied the history of that 
period in a Canadian university 
—the British taxpayer paid for 
the protection of the Americans 
and their elected representatives 
felt they had a right to make 
the Americans pay part of the 
cost by levying excise and duties. 
To this the Americans replied: 
You can’t make us pay unless 
we or our representatives have 
a say in the taxation. There just 
isn’t any analogy between the 
American-British quarrel and 
the problem between American 
Jewry and Israel.

With Edward E. Gelber, president of 
the Zionist Organization of Canada, de- 
manding that Zionist leaders themselves 
go to Israel to work and live (JP, June 10, 
55), and with Gelber occupying a place 
on the program at the annual convention 
of the Zionist Organization of America 
now in session, it is hoped that the issue of 
aliyah—immigration to Israel—will get 
more than lip service at the session. 

Gelber’s demand is embarrassing, and 
since he is the second General Zionist 
leader in the current history of American 
Zionism to move to Israel — Harold Gold- 
enberg is the first — this gives his words 
added force. 

Heretofore, when someone spoke in be- 
half of aliyah, everyone knew he was part 
hypocrite. But the same cannot be said 
about Gelber. We don’t know what he’ll 
ask for at Washington in his speech, but 
he told a Pacific region parley of his own 
ZOC that “unless this obligation (aliyah) 
is assumed solemnly, the whole thing 
(Zionism) becomes a mockery.” 

The refusal of leaders of the Zionist 
Organization of America (or for that mat- 
ter leaders of the labor Zionist groups, 
too) to go to Israel to live, either for a few 
years or for good, has been the one big 
stumbling block stalling any real aliyah 
movement. 

If these leaders did go to Israel, it is 
quite possible that there still would be no 
large-scale immigration of United States 
Jews to Israel. By large scale we mean as 
many as 5,000 to 10,000 Jews a year. But 
there is also the possibility that with these 
leaders showing the way and obtaining 
first-hand knowledge of the obstacles to 
developing an United States aliyah, the 
movement would begin to take root and 
grow. 

We find it difficult to believe that in 
this vast United States Jewish community 
there aren’t hundreds and thousands of 


Jews imbued enough with the idea of sery. 
ice and self-fulfillment, who wouldn’t ede 
to make their small contribution to world 
betterment by going to Israel to live. . 

If not 10,000 a year or 5,000, then 
2,000 or 1 000 or even 500. 

The delegates to the convention, in lis. 
tening to Gelber, might give ‘thought toa 
proposal which would require all presj. 
dents of the ZOA to agree, before their 
election, to spend at least one year in Is. 
rael within. five years after they haye 
stepped down from office. 

And while we’re on the subject, we 
might suggest to Henry Montor, Rudolph 
Sonneborn, Julian Venezky and Sam 
Rothberg, who probably are epen now to 
ideas about aiding Israel, that this way 
lies enduring contribution to the welfare 
of the new nation. We aren’t specifically 
suggesting that they move to Israel — al. 


: though we know many people who would 


rejoice in that eventuality — but we are 
recommending that if they. turned their 
imagination and tremendous abilities to 
the need of aliyah-from the United States 
to Israel the problem might be trans- 
formed into one of selecting from the 
large number of Americans eager to go 
to Israel instead of as at present, where 
there probably isn’t an American going to 
Israel to live for each El Al plane that 


‘takes off from Idlewild (twice a week) for 


Lydda. 

Let no one who contemplates the enor- 
mity of the problem be daunted. Many de- 
velopments. we take for granted today 
were thought to be so far-fetched 25 
years ago as to warrant the name of 
dreamer and worse, perhaps insane, to 
those who upheld thefh. 

The day will come when aliyah to Is- 
rael will be a matter-of-fact phenomenon, 
and that day is as far off or as close as the 
first sign of truly inspired United States 
Zionist leadership.

A DISAPPEARING EVIL 


The evil that Rabbi Louis M. Levits- 
ky wrote about (JP, June 3, ’55) in con- 
nection with calling on politicians and 
non-Jewish leaders to occupy prominent 
roles at official Jewish functions is slow- 
ly disappearing, but not fast enough. 

It is a symptom of the lack of self- 
confidence of the Jewish group. The Jew 
felt that he needed the added prestige 
which the presence of the mayor or a 
judge or a senator would confer. 


Fortunately, this feeling of second- 
class status is disappearing. 

A vestige of it was the appearance at 
the recent convention of the Rabbinical 
Assembly of the Senator from Tennessee, 
Estes Kefauver. Senator Kefauver’s talk 
was specifically on a moral question, and 
this was not as clear cut a case as others 
when non-Jews. are invited to make 
speeches just to attract Jewish audiences, 
but it was in the same category, never- 
theless.

The pulpit of the church is 
carved with figures representing 
the major and minor prophets. 
When the church was complet- 
ed, the Reverend Harry Emer- 
son Fosdick explained that the 
sculptured image of Einstein be- 
longed there by virtue of his 
noble character and _ creative 
achievements, and because he 
was a supreme example of the 
New Testament description of 
the saintly:* “He that doeth good 
is of God.”
